Feiaration, gave full prominence to God as 
the source of our rights and equality. But 
the Congress itself went even farther. 

To Jefferson's words they added an 
appeal to God as, “the Supreme Judge of the 
World.” In the last sentence of Jefferson's 
draft, Congress added the phrase, ‘with a 
érm reliance on divine Providence.” This 
action of our Founding Fathers shows that 
God and religion are the basis for our gov- 
grits and the men who approved the 
Declaration of Independence knew that all 
men are, “endowed by their Creator with 
eertain inalienable rights.” They knew too 
that if recognition of our dependence on God 
should ever be stricken from our theory of 
government, we would have no basis for our 
liberties. 

But are Americans retaining these 
principles of our founders? Not long ago |] 
received a letter from a state education su- 
ervisor. He told me that in his state, “The 
Fclaratiol of Independence -is presented 
simply as a historical document. The inter- 
pretation and philosophy therein would vary 
with the teacher.” 

But Thomas Jefferson said that the 
principles of the Declaration are eternal. 
his means unchanging and not varying 
with each teacher. If man’s rights are in- 
jlienable, their foundation must be un- 
hanging too. 
| Our country is great because of the un- 
hanging principles found in the Declara- 
tion of Independence.

now recognized as one of the noblest docu- 
ments of all times, they based its authority 
on Almighty God. 


In so brief a document, these men might 
have made but one reference to the Creator. 
But they wanted to hammer home truths 
which they feared others might discard. 
truths which they knew were fundamental 
to Democracy. Woven into the Declaration 
are four significant sentences. 


l. Note the wording of the first: “When 
in the course of human events. it becomes 
necessary for one people to dissolve the poli- 
tical bands, which have connected them with 
another, and to assume among the powers 
of the earth, the separate and equal station to 
which the Laws of Nature and of Nature's 
God entitle them...” Our forefathers 
might have established their claims on the 
“Laws of Nature” alone. Instead, they em- 
phasized the fact that the natural law itself 
depends on God. 

2. The second sentence is equally posi- 
tive; “We hold these truths to. be self-evi- 
dent, that all men are created equal, that 
they are endowed by their Creator with cer- 
tain unalienable Rights, that among these 
are Life, Liberty, and the pursuit of Happi- 
BME coo 

3. Toward the end of the document, 
the Founding Fathers appeal, in their own 
words, as noted above, “to the Supreme 
Judge of the world” for the rectitude of 
their intentions. 

4. The Declaration closes with the 
following statement: “And for the support 
of this Declaration, with a firm reliance on 
the protection of divine Providence, we mu- 
tually pledge to each other our Lives, our 
Fortunes, and our sacred Honor.” 

Evidently, the Fathers of our country 
felt that they should be most explicit. They 
were God-fearing men. For them the idea 
of God had to be integrated with everything 
if men were not to forget that their rights 
and liberties came from their Creator. 

Those great men sitting in the second 
Continental Congress in Philadelphia must 
have had William Penn’s warning in mind 
as they drew up the Declaration: “Those 
people who are not governed by God will be 
ruled by tyrants.”

The Civil Law 
Reflects God's Law

Ln the final analysis, the citizens of a nation, the men and 
women who form the rank and file of the population, determine 
the stability and happiness of the nation. 

Even though the rulers of our country would fail to meas- 
ure up to the standard of integrity expected of them, our nation 
would not suffer permanent harm as long as the people are 
honest and God-fearing. But if the people as a group neglect 
the virtues of good citizenship, the nation is doomed to decay 
and death. 

A citizen best proves his loyalty by his obedience to the 
laws of the land. Since those who govern derive their authority 
from God, the just laws which they pass down are the appli- 
cation of God’s law, the expression of God’s will for the citizens, 


N O credit is due to a person who obeys a law merely be- 
cause he fears that if he disobeys it, he will be arrested and 
penalized. His attitude is entirely selfish. He has no realization 
of the dignity of civil taw and-its foundation in the law of God. 

At times, obedience to the law may cost a citizen consider- 
able effort and self-sacrifice. At times he may not agree with 
the policies of the law-makers. But unless a law is evidently 
against a higher law of God, the citizen must obey. St. Paul 
even said, “He who resists the authority, resists the ordinance 
of God.” 

These laws we must obey refer not only to those moral 
commands which would bind us even if there were no civil 
legislation: such as laws forbidding theft and murder. We 
must also obey the laws our national and state legislators impose 
on us as their own ordinances: such as the laws of taxes, of 
military service, of prices asked for various commodities. 

The loyal citizen codperates willingly in civil projects for 
the benefit of the community. He is careful and conscientious in 
the use of public property such as the government buildings, 
the streets, the parks, and the books from the city library. 


Every honest and loyal citizen is conscious that he 
should contribute to the religious and moral welfare of the 
United States. When he leads an honest, upright life, fulfilling 
his obligations toward God and his neighbors, He provides in- 
spiration to his fellow citizens toward the practice of virtue, 

In this way, the religious citizen helps to promote the 
spiritual progress of the nation. This progress is far more im- 
portant than its material progress.

[N the records of the Church from very early times, the 

poor were called the “altars of the Church.” Hence when 
a stipend was offered for the Mass, it was to be enough not 
only for the sustenance of the priest, but also for the poor 
for whom the priest was bound to care.

Come On In! 


Here is a question for our non- 
Catholic readers: Have you ever thought of 
becoming a Catholic? That’s being pretty 
blunt, but it’s a fair question and there's 
no harm in asking... 

We Catholics are convinced that our 
Church is a “natural,” that she satisfies 
the heart, that she can pour her comfort 
into the deepest chinks and corners of our 
soul, that she has an answer for our every 
problem. . 

Have you ever tried reading up a little 
on the Catholic Church—from Catholic 
sources? We have some very readable little 
works, and you can have them at any Cath- 
olic priest’s house practically for the asking 
—or at a Catholic bookshop, or perhaps. In 
the public library: books like Cardinal 
Gibbons’ “Faith of Our Fathers,” John A. 
O’Brien’s “Faith of Millions,” Karl Adam's 
“Spirit of Catholicism” and Archbishop 
Noll’s “Father Smith Instructs Jackson.” 

Or just step inside the door of any 
Catholic church and you are likely to find a 
rack with a variety of pamphlets on every 
subject. 

But please don’t get the idea that our 
faith is too complicated, that it involves 
endless instructions and the reading of fat 
books. The essentials of our belief are con- 
tained in a slender leaflet: the catechism. 
That defines the limits of our beliefs. One 
learns, without necessarily memorizing, the 
little answers to the questions put there. 
Once the inquirer has understood and 


_ accepted everything within those few pages, 


he is ready for reception into the Church, 
and he may be sure that nothing will ever 
be proposed to his belief beyond what he 
has already learned. 

Faftth—by which we mean acceptance 
of these things on God’s word—is His gift. 
No amount of reading can give it to us. We 
can appreciate the reasoning and under- 
stand the theory of Catholic belief, and 
still be lacking in that complete and whole- 
hearted dependence on God’s word. Faith 
comes from the asking for it. Faith is not 
given to the proud man. It comes to those 
who are not too big to kneel. 

If you become a Catholic, you will 
associate yourself with the largest, most 
ancient, most powerful religious organiza- 
tion in the world. You will share in the 
prayers of the Church in this world and in 
heaven. You will feel a broadening, an ex- 
pansion of your supernatural horizons. 

Wherever you go you will find a Cath- 
olic church with its familiar altar, with its 
friendly statues and pictures, and with the 
faithful lamp burning to show that you are 
in God's home, that Jesus is present on the 
altar. 

Mass in Hong Kong this morning was 
no different from the Mass the Catholic 
pastor offered at your home town parish 
altar this morning.

Mooern woman has been 
called “the lost sex”’ by a female psy- 
chiatrist, who claims that women’s 
efforts to usurp the male role have 
resulted in a Pyrrhic victory.

It 
might seem strange that at a time when 
Christians were harassed by bloody perse- 
Cutions, they expressed their belief in God’s 
hever failing help by a sign denoting a 
miracle in the material order. This only 
shows that they had an unshakable confi- 
dence in Providence. They were thoroughly 
convinced that, although the profound 
meaning of God’s plan was kept from them, 
all things work together unto good for 
those who, according to His purpose, are 
saints through His call” (Rom. 8:28).

Aoost all of us have 
heard of the great football 
team of Notre Dame! Located 
near South Bend, Indiana, 
Notre Dame is a Catholic 
university for men and was 
founded by Father Edward 
Sorin. 

Father Sorin was born 
near Laval, France, in 1814. 
While at the diocesan semi- 
nary, he became outstanding 


for his fine ability and good- 


example. 


Shortly after Father Sorin 
was ordained, his superiors 
selected him to establish the 
Congregation of the Holy 
Cross in what was considered 


at that time to be a remote. 


area of the United States — 
Indiana. 


He arrived in New York 
in the autumn of 1841 and 
set out for Indiana. In the 
winter of 1843, Father Sorin 
began the foundation of 
Notre Dame. This humble 
Indian missionary station de- 
veloped into one of the 
largest religious and educa- 
tional institutions in the 
New World. 

Father Sorin’s zeal and co- 
operation is also responsible 
for many other fine colleges. 
The founding of the Congre- 
gation of the Sisters of the 
Holy Cross is considered to 
be one of Father Sorin’s 
most important services to 
religion. 

During the Civil War 
these Sisters were able to 
give a number of nurses to 
care for the sick and woun- 
ded soldiers. Many of the 
priests of this order served

Her influence has also taken an- 
other unexpected turn. It now has reached 
into the prisons and reformatories of the 
land. Many inmates as well as prison chap- 
lains have written to tell us that these men 
have taken a new hold on life after read- 
ing about and praying to St. Mary Goretti. 
The answer is simple. What St. Mary Go- 
retti could do for another “jailbird” (in 
their own words) she could do for them. 
These men are powerfully attracted to the 
case of Alessandro, murderer of Mary Go- 
retti. As you know, the little saint appeared 
to her murderer while he was in prison 
paying for his crime. Within hours after 
this apparition Alessandro experienced a 
complete change of heart. Once sullen and 
unrepentent he grew humble. He returned 
to the Sacraments. He offered the re- 
mainder of his life in reparation for his 
crime. In short, he achieved through the 


help of the girl he murdered, a perfect ad- 


justment to prison life. We have in our 
files countless letters which show she has 
done the same thing for many men in our 
nation’s prisons today. 

This is to say nothing of the thousands 
of parents who have turned to this little 
Saint today. The times are bad. Let us not 
engage in any silly quibbling about 
whether things are morally worse with this 
generation than with the generations of 
yester-year. This is why so many parents 
are anxious to secure, as far as possible, 
the moral welfare of their children. For 
them, .St. Mary Goretti has loomed large 
on the horizon. She is the direct antithesis 
of the times. She has a natural appeal for 
youth and children. Again, our files present 
heartwarming proof of the gratitude of 
many parents who have been successful in 
instilling devotion to St. Mary Goretti in 
the lives of their youngsters. 

This is but a brief rundown of the 
xrogress of devotion to St. Mary Goretti in 
the United States since the day of her 
canonization six years ago. We hope it will 
inspire still others to flock to the standards 
of this modern “patroness of youth and 
Martyr to Purity.” 


One closing thought: The other day 
we had the opportunity of visiting Arch- 
bishop Noll, who as you know has been 
forced to retire from active work due to a 
crippling stroke. He has been asked in the 
course of Divine Providence to carry a great 
cross of suffering. We reminded him of the 
coming Novena to the little saint for whom 
he has done so much. He told us that he 
would offer his sufferings as his contribu- 
tion to the Novena. He then asked to have 
the FIGHTING 69th pin fixed in a position 
so he could see it, thus reminding him daily 
of his promise. 

In turn we ask all who make the No- 
vena to offer some part of it in order that 
the Archbishop might find Divine strength 
and consolation in his own sufferings.
